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PJ3B  BUD  MH  SHOOT  MOTHS. 


'The  terminal  buds  and  shoots  of  pines  are  frequently  killed  and 
turn  brown.     Many  of  these  if  broken  open  at  the  proper  time  will  be 
found  to  contain  the  small  black-headed,  pale-bodied  caterpillar  or 
the  brownish  chrysalis  of  one  of  the  pine  shoot  moths.  Sometimes 
similar  caterpillars  build  resinous  nodules  on  twigs  and  branches. 
Nearly  all  of  these  pine- infesting,  nodule-making  or  bud  and  shoot 
moths  have  one  or  two  generations  a  year  and  overwinter  protected  with- 
in their  feeding  place. 

To  control,  these  moths,  it  is  essential  to  cut  off  and  burn  or 
otherwise  destroy  the  infested  tips  during  the  fall,  winter,  and  early 
spring  when  they  contain  the  overwintering  insect  form.     This  work 
should  be  thorough  and  over  as  large  an  area  as  possible. 
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
